The next morning I applied with my 


chief for a warrant against St John 
Marsden, and other persons unknown, 
for sacrilegiously breaking open a cei- 
tam grave 
When I had ai rested him 


at his office, I hurried to the residences 
of the doctors who had signed tht 
death certificate of Mrs Hassard, hav- 
ing sent other officers with the date ol 
the decease to the principal insurance 
offices. 


One of the medical men, Dr B 
,

mo and inherited the money, out ol 
which she paid the insurance companies 
principal and interest for all the money 
they had been swindled out of 


After several remands St John Mais 


den and Dr G 
were committed, 


and at their trial were found guilty and 
got oft with light punishment, consid 
ering the gravity of their crimes 


George baumarez afterward married 


Emily Slarsden, and I danced at their 
wedding 
His cousins were cared for 


and in course of time everybody con 
ceined seemed tacitly agreed to forget 
all about Old Hassard's danng crime 


I may add that when St John Mars 


den came out of pnson he was a changed 
man, andjoung Saumarez generously 
forgave him 
Dr G 
fell a victim 


to his folly, having died in the jail in- 
firmary- literally of a broken heart — 
Cincinnati Enquirer 
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
